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TWO OF MINERS 
EN OMBED COM 
OUT UNASSISTE 


122 Were Entrapped at 


The Dawson Mine 


Yesterday 


Seven Dead Bodies Have 


Been Found By 


Rescuers 


N. M., Feb. 9.—(By The 


A- P.)—Two miners of the 122 en- 
tombed yesterday in mine No. 1 here 
bf 
the 
Phelps-Dodge corporation 


came out alive today. 


They walked unassisted. As they 


neared the mouth of the mine they 
met a rescue party coming in. The 
men were Charles Candale and Fihpi 
Martinez. 


They were in the fourth south tier 


of the property when the terrific 
blast came. They immediately put 
out the lights on their lamps with the 
intention of saving these for use In 
making their escape. This act un- 
doubtedly saved their lives, mine of- 
ficials pointed out, as it eliminated 
the chance of an explosion in their 
T-icinity. 


Seven bodies of miners entombed 
In mine Number 1 here by an explo- 
sion yesterday afternoon have been 
recovered, the 
company has an- 


nounced that there is "very little 
hope" of rescuing alive the other 113 
men who were in the mine at the 
time of the accident. 


Two bodies were recovered a short 
distance inside the entrance. The 
others were found a mile or more 
from the mine portal. Identity of 
only two of the bodies has been an- 
nounced. 


As soon as the entrance, which 
had been blocked by the explosion, 
could be cleared, exploration of the 
mine was begun under the direction 
of the manager and general superin- 
tendent 
The men reached were the 
motorman and nipper, 
who were 


only a short distance 
inside the 
mine. Both were dead. As ventila- 


was restored by construction of 
temporary stoppings on cross cuts, 
the rescuers proceeded into the mine. 


They encountered numerous falls 
and considerable debris. At mid- 
night the rescuers had gone approx- 
imately a mile under ground but 
they had not reached the 
actual 


working places of the miners. 
The large number of people have 
remained as near the mine entrance 
as they could get ever since the ex- 
plosion but there had been no dis- 
order. 


One hundred and forty-one miners 
entered the mine yesterday but 19 of 
them had checked out before the ex- 
plosion, so that 122 men were in the 
mine when the accident occurred. 


The cause of the explosion has not 
.been determined. 
The ventiiating fan was .so located 
and installed that it was not dam 
nged by the explosion and continued 
Inr operation. The main force of the 
explosion passed through the intake 
airway, which is the main haulage 
road and on reaching the surface, 
demolished the concrete portal. Sub- 
sequently the haulage way caved in 
B.t that point. 


A. statement by the Phelps-Dodge 
fcorporation here to The Associated 
Press at 4 o'clock this morning, said: 


"Owing to the fumes which per- 
meated the mine following the explo- 
eion, very little hope is entertained 
that any of the men who were in the 
mine will be found alive." 
Th» explosion was of such force 
lhat It toppled cement walls which 
formed the exterior of the entrance 
and hurled large timbers 50 to 100 
feet. 
The explosion was heard all 
ever Dawson and the thud brought 
« group of anxiousx wives, mothers 
and other relatives to the pit head. 
The women, some hatlesg, despite 
the wintry breezes, others 
tightly 


wrapped in shawls, some tight lip- 
ped and dry eyed, while others were 
sobbing and hysterical, waited for 
some sign to indicate whether their 
men folk would be brought from the 
mine. The news quickly spread that 
the miners had small chance to es- 
cape alive.

BRITISH MINE 
D SASTER FOUND 


Thought 30 Are Still En- 


tombed Near Van- 


couver, B. C. 


Most of Men Were Chin- 


ese—One Still 


Alive 


Vancouver, B. C., Feb. 9.—Bodies 


of 21 victims of the fire damp explo- 
sion in the second level of mine nom- 
ber 3 of the Canadian Collieries com- 
pany at Cumberland, B. C., last night 
had been brought to the surface at 
eight o'clock this morning, according 
to a long distance telephone message 
to The Canadian Press here. 
It was estimated that 30 bodies 
were still in the mine. AU the bodies 
it was expected, would be removed 
by 10:30 o'clock. About 30 of the vic- 
tims were said to be Chinese. 
One Chinese was brought out alive 
and taken to a hospital while four 
others of those entrapped still breath- 
ed but were near death when found 
three miles from the mouth of the 
tunnel 
A rescue party with sal- 
vage apparatus was trying to revive 
the four by artificial respiration. 
The explosion ocurred at 8 o'clock 
just after the night shift had gone 
in. 
Between fifty and sixty men 


were reported missing after the ex- 
plosion ^ 
, 


No hope was held of recovering 
alive the rest of the imprisoned men. 
as they were entombed in sections 
filled with poisonous gas. Practi 
cally all of the deaths were attributed 
to asphyxiation. 


No explanation for the explosion 


was offered. It was stated that the 
mine was equipped with safety de- 
vices and the most of the lighting 
and powe was given by electricity. 
Two rescue crews worked on tha 
mine sill night and a third was be- 
ing recruited. About two miles from 
the mouth of the tunnel the rescuers 
came to the bodies of six men group- 
ed in attitudes indicating that they 
had fallen from fatigue. 
Beyond 


them was found a mule still alive. 
The body of the foreman, Norman 
Huby, •was then discovered. 
The Chinese in the hospital said 
he was thrown down by explosion but 
getting- to his feet he began running 
for the mouth of tunnel two miles 
away. He passed a number of -white 
men. toppling in their tracks.

Fiber can now be stamped with a 


leather design so perfectly that a 
fiber bag can scarcely be distinguish- 
ed from a leather bag by a person 
unacquainted with skins. In one of 
the rooms at this plant hydraulic 
presses put an alligator stamp on 
shetes of hoavy black fiber. Other 
types of leather are also copied. The 
aim, we are told, is not merely to 
imitate the appearance of leather, 
but to give the material a rough 
surface. The uneven surface design 
of seal or walrus -wears better than 
the smooth finish of unstamped fi- 
ber. 


Although leather substitutes are 


coming into widespread 
use, 
the 


trend of the public in buying luggage 
is not toward the very sheap grades. 
Factory officials say that sales in 
cheap trunks and bags are decreas- 
ing, due partly at least to the hisher 
wage scales in industries. Old style 
jox trunks, for instance, are still 
said in large quantities for packing

COOK BOOK 


CUSTARD 


There is no better simple dessert 


than a well-baked custard. The 
cups or molds should be set In a 
pan of hot water half way up to 
the molds. 


Bake in an oven which is not too 


hot; the water in the pan should not 
boil. The custard is done when the 
blade of a knife, run into the cen- 
ter, will come out without any cus- 
tard clinging to it. 


The proportion of egg and milk 


may be one egg to a cup of milk, 
and one tablespoon of sugar to each 
egg. 


This custard is all right to eat 


from the dish or cup; if it is to be 
turned out from the mold, three 
eggs to one pint of milk is a correct 
proportion. However, 
more eggs 


may be used and a smany as six 
eggs to a quart of milk are some- 
times used. 


The custard may be flavored with 


vanilla or nutmeg; often the nut- 
meg Is grated over the top of the 
custard before baking. 


Ginger Custards 


2 cups milk or 1 cup milk and 1 
cup cream 


1-4 cup sugar 
1-4 teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons ginger syrup 
1-4 cup preserved ginger, cut in- 
to small pieces 


3 eggs 
Beat eggs slightly, add remain- 


ing ingredients and strain into but- 
tered molds. Set in a pan of water 
and bake until firm.
